LONDON, Aug. 15.—The Italian ad- 
vance guard moving southeast from 
Gorizia is within thirteen miles of 
Trieste, whence the greater part of the

sage received in Geneva today from 
Buchs, Switzerland, and transmitted 
here. It is added that the southern and 
western suburbs of Tolmino, on the up- 
per Isonzo,‘are burning, and the fall 
of the city is expected at any moment. 

Confirmation of this is contained in 
a dispatch from Turin to the newSpaper 
La Liberté of Paris, which says that 
Italian troops have entered the suburbs 
of Tolmino, which is under continuous 
shell fire. The Austrians, says the dis- 
patch, are evacuating the city. 


ROME, Aug. 15.—On the Carso 
Plateau and to the east of Gorizia, 
along the Isenzo front, the Austrians 
have suffered further reverses at the 
hands of the Italians, today’s official 
statement says. Austrian intrench- 
ments in both these regions were cap- 
tured. The statement follows:

PETROGRAD, Aug. 15.—The Russians 
have captured Jablonitza, one of the 
most important gateways through the 
Carpathians to the Hungarian plains, 
and have taken nearly 1,500 additional 
prisoners, according to an official state- 
ment issued by the War. Office tonight. 
The text of the statement follows: 


Our troops continue tho crossing of 
the Zlota Lipa under enemy fire, 
which at many points hampers the 
construction of bridges. Heavy artil- 
lery and machine gun fire is being di- 
rected against our works. In this sec- 
tor we captured seven officers, 413 
men, and three machine guns. 

In the Carpathian woods at the 
mouth of the uth the enemy, under 
our pressure, evacudted Jablonitza, 
which we occupied: South of this point 
we reoccupied Vorochta and Ardjeliuf 
on the Pruth, taking thirty-two offi- 
cers and 1,006 men prisoners. Our of- 
fensive continues.

Senate Plan for 16 Capital 
Ships in Three Years Passes 
by a Vote of 283 to 51. 


35 DEMOCRATS OPPOSE IT 


Leader Kitchin Callg It Waste and 
Charges That Administration 
Has Changed Front.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The Ad- 
ministration forces, aided by an almost 
solid Republican vote, brought about 
the acceptance in, the House today of 
the Senate’s big building program for 
the United States Navy and thereby 
assured the passage of the biggest naval 
budget in the history of the Govern- 
ment. 

By a vote of 28 to 51, with 35 Demo- 
crats, 15 Republicans, and 1 Socialist 
voting in the negative, the Senate 
amendment for the construction of six- 
teen capital ships within three years 
was approved on motion of Chairman 
Padgett of the House Conference Com- 
mittee. 

Acceptance of the two principal Senate 
amendments by the House practically 
winds up consideration of the Naval bill. 
Remaining .itémé in dispute will be 
quickly adjusted in conference and the 
bill sent to the President. “a fter-ac= 
cepting the big vunding program teday 
the House voted, without a roll call, to 
accept the Senate amendment increasing 
the enlisted strength of the navy’ to 
67,800 men, instead of 61,500 as proposed 
by the House, 

The defense program, which approval 
of the Navy bill by the House virtually 
completes, has veen the most important 
achievement of the session, and has in- 
volved appropriations totalling $661,418,- 
000. In addition to the Navy Dill, it in- 


cluded reorganization of the regular 
ae and National Guard, bringing the 
enlisted peace strength of the army to 
187,000 men, capable of expansion to 
220,000 men in time of stress, and provid- 
ing a Federalized National Guard which 
at full strength will number 450,000 men.

of’ American citizens were respected by 
other countries.

Union Threatens New City Car Strike, 
Charging Shonts Has Broken Faith 





Committee Wires President of Street Car Men’s Organization to 


Harry Back—Notifies 


Company That Agree- 


ment Must Be Carried Out. 





A second strike of service employes of 
the New York Railways. Company drew 
nearer last night after officials of. the 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes had served 
Theodore P. Shonts, President of the 
company, with an ultimatum demanding 
an-immediate conference on wages and 
working conditions. 

The labor leadera, wrote to Mr. Shonts 
a letter accusing the officials of his 
company of ‘‘deliberate and flagrant 
violations ’’ of the agreement of.Aug. 6, 
by which the strikes of motormen and ; 
conductors on the surface lines of the 
city were settled, and demanding that 
he set a date when the grievanoés of 
the men could bé heard, ‘Refusal by the. 
company officials to réceive- committees 
selected by organised workers, */ indis- 
criminate dischargés * 6f ‘men, who had' 
taken part in the strike,, and the~in- 
sistence of the company that its em- 
Ployes elect new representatives were 
some of the violations complained of. 

Failing to receive a reply from Mr. 
Shonts yesterday, and having obtained | 
information that the company was going 
ahead with its plans to organize its em- ! 
ployes regardless of what had been done | 
by the Amalgamated Association of; 
Street .and Electric Railway Employes, | 
the labor leaders immediately made ar- | 


rangements not only to renew the strike | 
on the lines of the New York Railways 

vompary. but to extend it, if necessary, 

to the lines of the Interborough Rapid 

Transit Company, of which Mr. Shonts 

is also President. 


Send for President Mahon. 


Circulars were distributed among the 
employes of the Interborough Company 
asking them to hold a mass meeting last : 
night in Lyceum Hall, Eighty-sixth 
Street and Third Avenue, for the pur- 
pose of making demands for better, 
wages and working conditions on the 
officials of that company. The labor 
leaders also sent a telegram to William 
D. Mahon. President of the street car- 
men’s organization, at Detroft, advising 
him of the critical develo ment in the 
transit controversy;.and asking him and 
the Executive Board of the organization 
to return to New York City at once. 
A copy of the letter that had been sent 
to Mr. Shonts was also sent to Mayor 
Mitchel, after William Fitzgerald, 
general organizer of the street car- 
men’s union, had had a conference with 
Theodore Rousseau, the Mayor’s secre- 


tary. 

Mr. Rousseau said last night that he 
would inform the Mayor, who is at the 
encampment at Plattsburg, of the de- 
velopments in the transit situation, and 
that Mr. Mitchel. would probably return 
to New York City if a second strike 
seemed likely. . 

Undaunted by these preparations. on 
the part of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street. and Electric Railway Em- 
ployés, the officials of the New York 
Railways Company, ur their em- 
ployés at two mass meetings. last night 
to form their. own organization and to 
deal with their employers without “ out- 
side’’ assistance. One of these meet- 
ings was held in the car depot at Ninety- 
ninth Street and Lexington Avenue, and 
the other in the depot at Fiftieth Street 
and Seventh Avenue. Frank Hedley, 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the New York Railways Company, ad- 
dressed both meetings, and told the men 
to elect their own representatives at the 
special election called by the company 
for next Friday. 


Charge Agreement Was Broken. 

The letter written to Mr. Shonts-by the 
organized employés of the New York 
Railways Company, and by the repre- 


sentatives of the carmen’s union, was as 
follows:

Mr. Theo. P. Shonts, President New York

Dear /Sir—We, the undersigned committee, 
representing the employes of each carhouse 
upon your system, in pursua: with the 
agreement entered into on Aug. 7, 1916, be- 
tween yourself, Messrs. Mahon, Fitzgerald, 
Freyne, and Fridiger; for the. employes, 
would call yout attention to what we con- 
sidet a deliberate and. flagrant violation of 
this agreement upon the part of the offi- 
elails of your company. 

Since the return of the employes to 
work, by indiscriminate discharging of men 
who have participated in the sus sion of 
work, when you were aware and in honor 
bound te restore every employes back to his 
former position without prejudice. 
Second—You have further violated the 
agreement by attempting to advise, sug- 
gest, and carry forth a plan of the elec- 
tion of “committees to represent the em- 
ployes, when you agreed in the above- 
mentioned agreement not. to. interfere In 
any es ae the committees or thé 
Selection of same.

Mr. Fridiger told reporters 
that he and Mr. Fitzgerald had made 
repeated efforts té see Thomas A De- 
laney, one of the superintendents of 
the New York Railways Company, on 
behalf of these discharged employes, but

‘We kept on.trying every day since 
last Thursday,”’ said Mr. Fridiger, “‘ and 
when we coul@ not reach Mr. Delaney 
we tried to see Mr. Hedley, with the| 
same result.”

The telegram was signed by Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, Hugh Frayne, organizer in New 
York for. the American Federation of 
Lavor, and John Reardon, P. J. O’Brien, 
and William Collins, af officials of the 
local street car men’s organization. 

When the labor leaders heard that the 
New York Railways Company was de- 
termined to have its employes hold a 
general election of. representatives on 
Friday notices were sent to those who 
had joined the union not to take part in 
the voting. The New York and Queens 
County Railroad, which is closely affili- 
ated with the Interborough*and the New 
York Railways Companies, also has 
asked its employes to select their own 
representatives on Friday, and similar 
hotices were sent by the labor leaders 
to the organized employes of this com- 


pany. 

Nearly 200 employes of the New York 
and Queens County Railroad Company 
held a meeting later in Long Island 
City,, and voted unanimously not to 
take Dart tn the balloting. 

We are not soaring for trouble,” 
explained Mr. Fitzgerald, “but if the 
companies are loking for it, and insist 
on breaking their pledges, we are pre- 
pared to pet up an even better fight 
than we did before. We have stood by 
the agreement, and we expect the com- 
panies to do likewise. Since the strike 
was settled we have not only com- 
pleted the’ organization of motormen 
and conductors, but we have also or- 
pantned all the other classes of service 
n street railway employ, and we are 
in a position to defend our. rights.” 


Threat to Call Another Strike. 


About 700 employes of the Interbor- 
ough Company attended the meeting in 
Lyceum Hall and cheered loudly when 
J. H. Reardon, one of the organizers of 
the street car men’s organization, told 
them to ‘“‘tie up New York again” if 
things did not change in twenty-four 
hours. 

Cries of ‘‘ We will, we will!” greeted 
the speaker when he told them to stand 
by the union and to go on strike if 
necessary to bring Mr. Shonts-to terms. 

There was considerable enthusiasm, 
however, at the two mass meetings 
called by the New York Railways Com- 
pany, and it was evident that Mr. Shonts 
and his associates were not entirely 
without a following. 

‘“*One thing should be made clear,’’ 
one of the officials of the New York 
Railways Company said. ‘“ That is that 
the New York Railways Company is 
not violating its agreement by asking 
its employes to elect their own repre- 
sentatives. The agrecment, provided that

tives of its ouperes on questions on 
wages and working conditions.

In the office of the District Attorney 
yesterday afternoon an éxtraordinary 
interview took place. A number of news- 
paper men had gone to the office to 
learn of the new developments in the 
District Attofney’s investigation of vice 
condiitions in and hear the city. On 
previous days District Attorney Swann 
had given out some of the information 
gathered from the confessions of the ad- 
mitted white slaver, Yushe Botwin. 
These confessions started the present in- 
vestigation, which already has revealed 
the existence of @ clique of white slavers 
who lured away from public schools 
girls so young that they were clased 
as children, and who traded in de- 
graded women on a wholesale scale, 
handling thousands a year. In one in- 
stance, at an ‘‘ auction,’’ girle were put 
up at ‘'a dollar a pound.” 

Yesterday, instead of telling what 
Botwin and others had told him, Dis- 
trict Attoruey Swann sent for Botwin 
himself. The interview that ensued 
sounded more like some wild stage pro- 
duction than like a serious talk in a 
real court building. 

Botwin, smail of stature, 57 years of 
age, a gray, hard-visaged man, with a 
tobduco-colored, little mustache, dressed 
in an old, gray suit, and gpeaking with 
an accent sometimes confusing tor he 
lived in Galicia until he was 30, was 
not abashed. He is already awaiting 
sentence as a white slaver. 

As though reciting details of any com- 
monplace business he told of the Way 
in which the White slave traffic is con- 
ducted in New York, inéluding the 
settled scale of percentages of income 
that went to each person connected with 
the Lr er of selling girls. He styled 
himself a ‘‘ Zuschiker,’’ and translated 
the termn to mean, ‘‘ the man who de- 
livers the girl.” His own share, hé 
said, had been 10 per cent. The girl, 
he sald ¢complacently, frequently got “a 
black eye’’ instead of her percentage. 
Botwin said he had been engaged in 
this business during practically all of 
the twenty-seven years he had been in 
this country. 

A man employed in the District At- 
torney’s office, who had been present 
during the interview and ha@ heard 
Botwin, finally said: 

“For heaven's sake, didn’t it ever oc- 
cur to you that you were doing any- 
thing wrong?’’ 

‘“Wrong!’’ exclaimed Botwin, ‘‘ That 
hasn’t anything to do with it. I knew 
that I made money.” 

The answer somehow seemed to amaze 
ie gueitioust, 

“Thenti money was your God,” he said 
Botwin. Botwin flared up. 

Well, what of it?’ Botwin almost 
shouted. ‘‘ What other God you 
at this 


know?" 

Botwin became a little ang 
unusual sort of questioning, and, becom- 
ing ansry, became a more interesting 
study. 

‘‘ An interesting case for Warden Os- 
borne and his Welfare League to experi- 
ment with: after a while,’’ commented 
District Attorney Swann. 

Agsistant IMstrict Attorney James B. 
Smith, who has been relieved of all 
other duty to,.conduct tha white slave 
investigation, {ntefrupted Botwin to say: 

““Yushé Botwin is a stfange sort of 
combination, The guard sént to accom- 
pany him when he Went to a restaurant 
for a meal to day said that while they 
' were there Botwin noticed a particularly 
pretty waitress, studied hér for a while 
and then announced that he could spend 
50 cents a day on that particular woman 
and that in five days she would be ‘ his.’ 

‘Is that right Botwin?” Mr. Smith 
asked, turning to the man. 

Botwin did not grin, as he had at other 
times during the talk. 

‘‘ Certainly it’s right,”’ he said. 

‘* Was it the way she acted, or the way 
4 ooked?’’ District Attorney Swann 
asked. 

‘My dear man,’ was the white 
glaver’s response as he turned to Mr 


to. 





Swann, ‘‘I could tell how much would 
i have to’ be spent from the way she 
;acted. Some cost more; some less. But 
| they're all alike.’’ 

| He had a stump of a cigar in his hand 
'and he puffed it vigorously. Aside, Mr. 
{Swann again observed: ‘' Quite an in- 
| teresting little job for Warden Thomas 
| Bott Osborne, I believe.’’ 

| Botwin was asked how much his com- 
missions in the white slave traffic 
amounted to last year. He shrugged his 
shoulders, swore at his luck, and said 
he didn’t know, as he had lost thé 
jmonéy on the races. He had admitted 
however, that he sold several hundred 
‘girls a year, and has given information 
with which the District Attorney is run- 
ning down other ringleaders in the crime 
pore who handled numbers a great dleal 
arger. 

“ Botwin is actually indignant that we 
have him and have not yet arrested some 
of the persons who were in the gam 
deeper than he was,’’ Mr. Smith sai 
ofter the man had been taken out of the 

istrict Attorney’s office ‘‘He can't 
understand our viewpoint in the matter 
of right and wrong. He is actually con- 
vinced that we have done him a great 
injustice by arresting him.”’

The witness, a woman, was not present 
at the time. 


GET $103 IN BOLD HOLDUP. 


Highwaymen in Tenth Avenue Miss 
Collector’s $300 and Checks. 


George Bellotte, 32 years old, of 
4383 Central Park West, a salesman and 
collector for- the Franco - American 
Bakery Company, 509-517 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, was assaulted and robbed 
of $108 by two highwaymen at 10 o’clock 

esterday morning, at Thirty-eighth 

treet and Tenth Avenue. The thieves 
failed to get $300 in cash and about 

600 in checks which Bellotté carried 
n 4 wallet in an inside coat pocket. 

Bellotte left the office of the company 
yesterday mdrning, as was his custom 
for the Mutual Bank, at Thirty-third 
Street and Broadway, to deposit the 
collections of the previous day. Under 
his arm he caried a small coin bag con- 
taining $108 in silver. He was about to 
board a southbound Tenth Avenue car, 
intending to transfer to a Thirty-fourth 
Street crosstown car, when two roughly 
clad men, one tall and the other short, 
and wearing caps pulled well down over 
their foreheads, stepped softly up be- 
hind him. One of the men exclaimed, 
“Give me that package,’ and before 
the collector could protect himself he 
was struck on the jaw and sent sprawl- 
ing in the street. At the same time the 
coin bag was snatched from his hands. 

One of the highwaymen ran north on 
Tenth Avénue, while his companion ran 
toward Bellotte, shouting: ‘‘ Give me 
the rest of your stake and be quick 
about it.’’ 

By this time three or four pedes- 
trians had come to the assistance of the 
collector, and when Bellotte and they 
started for the thief he turned and ran 
up the avenue after his companion. 

One of the thieves, pufsued by Bel- 
lotte, disappeared in an alley of a 
tenement house in West Fortieth Street.

GIVES UP TWILIGHT SLEEP. 


Johns Hopkins Hospital Finds Dan* 
gers in Scopalomin. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

BALTIMORE, Aug. 15.—Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital has practically disap- 
proved the ‘‘ twilight, sleep" method in 
child birth. The hospital authorities 
abandoned experimental use of the 
method more than nine months ago. 
The conclusion reached is that it is too 
perilous, that the menace to the life of 
the child is too grave to warrant its 
usé except under the most favorable 
circumstances. 

After more than a year’s use of. the 
twilight sleep drug, scopalomin, the ob- 
stetricians found that it could be safely 
used only under exceptional conditions 
because of questions regarding the 
proper dosage. 

In the later cases two highly expert- 
encéd physicians always were at the 
bedside of the expectant mother, as 
wéll as several nursés. Thére always 
Was the imminent danger of the stran- 
gulation of the baby from the moment 
the scopalomin was given to the mother. 
It was on this account, aocording to 
Dr. William L. Millea, the resident ob- 
stetrician, that it was found nécéssary 
to detail two skilled obstétricians to 
each patient. This, in most cases, rep- 
resented a vigil of ten to seventeeen 
hours. 

‘*Scopalomin is far from the ideal 
dtug for child-bearing,’ said Dr, Millea 
today. ‘‘ The attendant dangers are #0 
great that it can never come into gén- 
eral use. The wealthy may afford it, 
as the expense of having skilled obste- 
tridians always in call is the smallest 


consideration, but for most people, the 
so-called middle classes and poor classes, 
at a ee of the qhene: and it is 
mo 6 masses at e reater 
humber of births occur. * 
‘‘It-is not a method that the average 
practit‘oner can use. Our conclusions 
show that a man should have at least 
five yeate obstetricial hospital experi- 
ence before venturing to use scopalomin. 
The average practitioner can never hope 
to have this experience. Without’ this 
accumulated skill the dangers of the 
twilight sleep method are too great.”

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
THE FIELD, Aug. 15.—During the last 
week King George has been with his 
armies in the field. Without any kind of 
a formal program he traveled about 
among the troops.and went out into the 
battlefields over which, during recent 
days, his troops advanced victoriously 
after desperate fighting. 

All the traffic and turmoil of the war 
has surged about him day after day, and 
an endless procession of Great Britain's 
manhood now in fighting ranks passed 
him on! the roads, not in a review order, 
but as the men went up to the trenches 
to do their work of war. 

The King has taken certain risks—he 
would have been glad to have. taken 
more—and he has gone to places well 
within the range of the German guns 
and still bombarded from time to time. 
He has seen the devastation of war, not 
done in ancient days, but a few weeks 
or less ago, and has stood amidst its 
wreckage and ruin where the ground is 
the graveyard of gallant men and where 
all the evil spirit of the war broods 
over the litter and rubbish heaps in old 
German trenches. . 

The King is quite fearless. I have 
seen him standing on the edge of a great 
shell crater underneath 
ruins of a fine old building which had 
been shelled by long-range guns only 
four days before his visit, and might at 
any moment be shelled again. The peo- 
ple-about him were a little nervous for 
‘his safety, but he -lingered there as 
though there was no danger in the blue 
sky above him. He wandered about on 
the battlefield for several hours, and 
was eager to go right forward. 

His soldiers were astonished and glad 
to see him in such places. All of them 
have used the same phrase about him— 
“It was very sporting of him ’’—and 
the loyalty of all the men, the patriot- 
ism of the British soldiers which makes 
them fight and suffer. with astounding 
courage, though they hide the ideal in 
the British way, ashamed of sentiment, 
hag been stirred by the presence among 
them of their King, who symbolizes for 
them the old traditions of the race. 

On Saturday. there was--a_ historic 
rendezvous when King George with Sir 
Douglas Haig, who is’ commanding the 
British armies in the field, had a meet- 
ing in a chateau of France with the 
President of the French Republic, Gen- 
eral Joffre, and General Foch. On Sun- 
day the King attended a religious serv- 
ice among his troops, and on the fol- 
lowing day he motored to La Panne, 
where he visited the King and Queen of 
the Belgians. ae 

The essential character of the King’s 
visit has , been. its informality, the 
absence of all ceremony, and it has-been 
most interesting to see him chatting 
with his officers and men in roads and 
in the field, and walking into the men's 
billets and going about the lines without 
an escort.

The Italian plan of campaign is devel- 
oping rapidly along the lines predicted 
some days ago. The active part of the 
Italian Army is that from Tolmino south 
to Monfalcone. hTerefore, the Italian 
plans involve first the streightening out 
of the line between these points and the 
consequent elimination of the bends of 
the river north and south of the Gorizia 
bridgeheag. 

The operations against Tolmino were 
begun as soon as the possession of 
Gorizia was made secure. 
waiting, however, for this to materialize, 
and. there. was no reason to delay, the 
Jtalians began their operations against 
the Doberdo section, and to push south 
and east along the coastal railroad to 
Trieste. The Italian plan, then, seems 
to be to take Tolmino, and once it is 
firmly in their hands, to use it as a 
pivotal point on which to swing their 
army in the south.’ With their right 
flank constantly on the Gulf of Trieste 
and their left firmly protected at Tol- 
mino they will be proof against any out- 
burst of Austrian activity, and any at- 
tempt to turn their positions will be 


doomed to failure before it is begun. 

They have already reached the north- 
ern edge of the Carso Plateau, and have 
begun operations leading to an advance 
southward. <A word or two as to the 
nature of the Carso might not be mis- 
rata The Carso is shaped somethin 
ike a hairpin, the rounded end of which 
is just east fo Gradisca. One side is 
made up of the range of hills which 
begin east of San Michele and runs al- 
most due east, then southeast through 
San Daniele, while the other, beginning 
just east of the Vollone line parallels 
the coast of the Gulf of Trieste. 

The westernmost of the two crests is 
rather lower than the eastern, and is an 
exceptionally strong line of defense 
against an attack coming from 
coastal region. That is, ar advance 
against Trieste from Monfalcone along 
the coast railroad, would be an exceed- 
ingly difficult matter unless it were well 
co-ordinated with an advance along the 
Carso Plateau from the north. In this 
sense Trieste is covered by the Carso 
Plateau, and to take Trieste the Italians 
will have cross the Carso from the 
rounded end toward the southeast so as 
to ager 4 the defensive power of troops 
who might be holding the edges of the 
plateau against them. 

e Carso itself is a peculiar limestone 
formation, not entirely dissimilar to the 
formation of the island of Hamilton, 
Bermuda. It is liberally pitted and 
honeycombed with numerous craters and 
caverns, and while offering great diffi- 
culties to the construction of trenches 
of any kind, offers facility for the con- 
struction of artificial daéfenses where 
time is available. Time has certainly 
bene available to the Austrians who, in 
the early days of the war retired to the 
low lying western slopes almost immedi- 
ately after the Italian occupation of 
Gradisca and Monfalcone. 

But now the attack is coming from 
another quarter. Instead of an attempt 
to acquire a foothold on the plateau by 
an attack from the Monfalcone sector, 
the Italians, after taking Gaorizia, are 
pushing well to the east north of the 
plateau, and have apparently reached the 
northern edge. A continuation of this 
line of advance will, naturally, flank 
the western defenses out of position and 
enable the Italians firmly to establish 
themselves on this end. Then will come

There is ths to be said about the Carso 
defense. The country is, as has-been 
said, a limestone formation. Much of 
the defenses will be constructed of this 
material. If the Italians have a suf- 
ficient number of large ns and ade- 
quate munition supply, it» will not be 
a very difficult matter to seater. any 
given position. The efect of héavy 
shell on Mmestone, which is a very soft 
friable matreial, is to reduce it to pow- 
der.

ably reliable. If they err at all it is 
on the side of conservatism. The rea- 
son for this difference is, of course, that 
the Russians are advancing and the peo-— 
ple at home know it. The Germans, on 
the other hand, have to feed the home 
Population on reports which, if they 
state anything, cannot state but half 
the truth. 

The Russians yesterday announced the 
capture of Jablonitza. This is an im- 
portant matter. For weeks the Rus- 
sians have been near the,crests of the 
Carpathians, but have been held back 
by the Teutons along the headwaters of 
the Pruth River, 

The capture of Jablonitza.means that 
the river has been forced and that the 
Russians now control the Galician side 
of the most important point in the east- 
ern Carpathians. If they can complete 
the capture of this pass, the Austrian 
line to the south, which has been de- 
fending the eastern crests from Jab- 
lonitza to Kirlibaba, will be outflanked, 
their line turned, and they will be forced 
to retire deep into the mountains, com- 
pleting in every detail the Russian oc- 
cupation of the Austrian crown land.

HOW GERMANS FIGHT GAS. 


Masks, Elaborately Tested Behind 
Front, Render Men Immune.

On THE FRONT OF A GERMAN DiI- 

VISION ON THE SOMME, Aug. 11, (by 
courier to Berlin.\—World wars make 
strange bedfellows. I found myself to- 
night in a treetop watching a night bat- 
tle on_the Somme and interviewing an 
officer beside me as he guided the fight- 


ing of the division, whase Chief of Staff 
he. was. _We were bath equipped with 
ee masks of the newest Teuton type. 

Var reporting with the German armies 
is not the pleasant pastime it used to 
be—at least not on the Somme frant, 
where the lavish expenditure of gas 
shells by the French and English has 
provided a new sensation. 

On visiting the army corps headquar- 
ters late this afternoon for final in- 
structions the Chief of Staff of the 
corps remarked cheerily with uncanny 
Teuton logic: 

“You will proceed to , (mention- 
ing a certain hamlet at the Somme 
crossing,) and there you will be fitted 
with a gas mask, wnich will be tested 
on you. Without gas masks one can die, 
and, that has no object for you, has 


The gas mask depot bore a sign, 
“* Erected by the German ‘ barbarians,’ "’ 
and the Captain in charge proudly ex- 
plained that he used the American card 
system. 

Speaking of the gas masks, the Cap- 
tain said: : 

‘““They grow better with use. Our 
cannoniers have worn the same mask 
continuously for eight hours and when 
we tested them out afterwards they 
were ‘still efficient. Our masks have 
been thoroughly tried out during the 
great French and English gas wave at- 
tacks on the Somme. During a gas at- 
tack against a whole division of twenty 
thousand men there were only thirty 
casualties from gas and those, we ascer- 
tained, were due to carelessness on the 
part of the men in adjusting them or 
foolhardiness in not putting them on 
at all. Our men are now fully en- 
Poy homage as to the gas peril and are 
taking no chances now.”’ 

He gave me a mask conveniently 
packed in a canvas roll case for car- 
rying, and led me to the testing room 
through which every German soldier 
with a new mask must pass before be- 
ing sent into the Somme trenches. 
Then he affixed the field-grey canvas 
and rubber mask with a pendant tin- 
can respirator and cy re roboacis 
that made one look like-a pheristoric 
menster, and gently pushed me into a 
small wooden house with one window. 
He shot off an alleged gas. cartridge 
from a pistol of piratical dimensions, 
and closed the door on me. I noticed 
nothing. After five minutes I atill 
sensed nothing unpleasant. The Ger- 
man officers peered in at the little win- 
dow to control my emotions, as they 
do for every German soldier who un- 
dergoes the gas test. 

The German soldiers, I was told, are 
kept in this chamber of olfactory hor- 
rors for half an hour, and if they are 
observed by officers looking through 
the window to make frantic gestures, it 
is considered prima facie evidence that 
the gasmask leaks. The Captain showed 
me a storeroom filled with packing 
cases containing enough masks for two 
army corps. But German preparedness 
went still further, for he said that 
whenever a e : gas attack was reported 
moter’ truck loads of more gasmasks 
were at once rushed to the front from 
the base depots while the battle was 
still on. He showed me an ingenious 
chemical testing machine for ascer- 
taining whether the used masks must 
be recharged, and said: 


Better Than Allies’ Gas Masks, 

‘‘The French gas masks are good for 
only about twenty-five minutes. The 
English gas masks are soaked with 
phenol, and English officers, who were 
taken prisoners told us that they could 
not stand them for more than five min- 
utes at a time.

AT THE GERMAN FIELD BASE ON 
THE SOMME FRONT, Aug. 13, (via 
Berlin, Aug. 14, to London, Aug. 15.)~ 
Behind the battle front Germans are 
following their professiogs and business 
pursuits the same as at home.- There 
are little restaurants where officers and 
men may eat things not obtainable_in 
their messes, bookstores, a dentist, a 
watchmaker, oculists and opticians, and 
re ye of workshops requlred by the 


In the book shops good literature of 
all kinds may be purchased,.the stock 
of one of them including German trans- 
lations of Carlyle. Bulwer Lytton, Mark 
Twain, Alphonse Daudet, Alexandre Du- 
mas, and other writers. The dentist 
thus far during the year has had .,138 
patients, among them. being the Marquis 
d’Avocourt, for whom he made a set of 
false teeth. 

The oculists and opticians have as 
customers men whose chief, duty it is 
to watch the sky all day’ for enemy 
aviators—a severe strain on their eyes. 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press found that beyond using the 
French soil for crops and French wood, 
coal, and iron, the German army has no 
economic connection of any sort with 
the French .population. Although the 
French workmen are welcome to sell 
their labor they apparently are not often 
employed by the Germans, considering 
this unpatriotic. 

The recent heavy artillery bombard- 
ments have resulted in the Germans 
building innumerable bomb-proofs, 
among which are dressing stations and 
hospitals. The average depth of these 
shelters is twenty-five feet beneath the 

round. The amount of labor required 
ehind the lines for different work is 
very large. All of it is done by German 
working columns and reserves. The 
French apparently have not the slightest 
connection with this work. In fact, the 
occupied portion of France has two 
wholly sepafate economic schemes— 
even as regards money. While the 
French communities circulate assignat 
notes similar to those used in the revo- 
lution, the Germans have their own 
currency, and every little village has a 
money exchange. ere a franc is \worth 
80 pfennings, its value in peace es. 

The civil administration of the French 
communities has not been disturbed, 
but cases where French policemen and 
German soldiers worked together in 
keeping the peace are in nowise rare. 

Of interest as an incident behind the 
lines was the recent burial of a Ger- 
man aviator. The young man had sev- 
eral times. driven off British aviators 
dropping bombs, Finally, he himself 
met death. The German officers who 
were arranging ‘the funeral were sur- 
prised when a delegation of French 
asked permission to attend the obse- 
quies.

When 
Private Proctor of the Liverpool regi- 
ment was told the King himself was 
going to pin a>Victoria cross on his 
reast Proctor confessed to being 
scared. * 

“But you were not scared when you 
fooght the Germans,” he was told.

Chats With Boy in French. 











95,000 Strong, to Aid in 
Offensive. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 15.—The Militia De- 
partment announced today that the 
Canadian troops at the front have been 
transferred from. the Ypres salient to 
the Somme. The Canadians have held a 
position on the Ypres salient for more 
than a year and on that position they 
have fought five great battles. The 
troops comprise four divisions, (about 
95,000 men.) In the time they held the 
Ypres salient, the Canadians’ work was 
essentially defensive. They fought at St. 
Julien, St. Bloi, Zillebeke, Hooge, and 
Festubert, with total casualties of 30,000. 

The announcement of the transfer is 
taken to mean that the Canadians have 
been called upon to join the British, Aus- 
tralian, and New Zealand troops in the 
great offensive which has already waged 
on the Somme more than a month. 

The Canadians’ first division is under 
the command of General Turner and is 
now one of the seasoned divisions of the 
British Army. The second division un- 
der General Carrey, and the third divi- 
sion under. General Lipsett, both have 
seen active service. The fourth division 
has but recently arrived on the firing 
line and is under the command of Gen- 
eral Watson. The high command of the 
divisions is under General Byng. 

It is understood that General Sam 
Hughes, Minister of Militia, who is now 
in England, will go to the Continent to 
observe the Canadians at their new sta- 
tion on the battle line. 


ALLIES’ LOSSES ARE SMALL. 


About One-fifth of What Cham- 
pagne Offensive Cost, Says Paris. 


PARIS, Aug. 15.—The apparent slow 
rate of progress by the French and 
British forces on the western front since 
July 1, as compared: with that of the 
Russians on the eastern front, it is ex- 
plained in military circles here, is due 
to the methodical nature of the Entente 
offensive against a line of strongly for- 
tified positions extending virtually from 
the North Sea to Saloniki, and the fact 
that infantry must wait until the artil- 
lery has done its work. The front of the 
Central Powers in the western theatre 
of the war is much more strongly forti- 
fied than the front with which the Rus- 
sian Armies have had to deal, so the lat- 
ter are in a better situation for ma- 
noeuvring on a large scale. 

One of the principal drawbacks against 
the Entente Allies on the western front 
is the nature’of the Teutonic positions, 
which prohibit the use of the wings of 
the BEntente Armies.- The Russians, 
however, face no.such obstacle. The 
Russian. operations, it is explained fur- 
ther, have not been planned with polit- 


ical considerations, such as necessarily 
have arisen on the western front, owing 
to the co-operation of various Entente 
Armies in view. 

The methodical, if ‘relatively slow, 
policy of the Entente leaders on the 
western front is held here to be justified 
by the fact that the losses in the field 
are now much smaller as compared with

the Germans were not trying to bluff 
me, and the concentrated essence of 
garlic smote my nostrils, accompanied 
by consumptive coughing and an acid- 
like irritation. With tear-streaming 
eyes I made a precipitate retreat to the 
open air, to the amusement of German 
officers, who explained that the gas 
cartridge, while not deadly and in fact 
physically harmless, produced all the 
other unpleasant concimitants®& a high- 
ly concentrated form of a real 8. at- 
tack, and that as far as the smell was 
concerned it was idential with the most 
dangerous French gas. 

In this through systematic way all 
the German troops have been trained to 
recognize enemy gas when they smell 
it. Masks are only permitted to be 
used at the fronts if the Germans, ex- 
perimented upon with this harmless 
mimicry of the real ultra-modern bat- 
tlefield, cannot sniff the slightest trace 
of malodorousness. The GGerman sol- 
diers, moreover, are carefully trained 
to wear masks for hours at a time, to 
shout through the gas masks and even 
to telephone through-them. I was told 
that the German could fight and shoot 
just as well after practice with gas- 
masks on as without. 

An hour’s unpleasant ride with blinded 
lights and a_ two-mile night walk 
through the bountiful German militar 
wheat fields and spraying French shell 
fire brought me to the ultimate Somme 
front and the staff officer—the division 
“Gefechtestand.’’ Deep lines now marked 
his thin razor-sharp face. He looked 
worn and haggard from much hard 
fighting and sleepless nights spent in 
leading the division from his arboreal 
fighting top as Chief of Staff, to which 
responsible job he had been rapidly pro- 
moted after fighting for wee n the 
trenches before Souchez as company 
commander and making a, splendid 
record that attracted the attention of 
those higher up. 

He —a't a bit shocked by this 
chance nocturnal encounter with an 
American newspaper man on the Ger- 
man Somme front. He was punctilious 
courtesy itself, and said he wished some 
more of the correspondents had- run out 
to his division, porwongs J proudly happy 
to show off his sector of the Somme bat- 
tle. He led. me past his rustic: buanga- 
low and pointed to a French shellhole 
underneath a badly frayed young apple 
tree, and to a hundred other shellholes 
closely puncturing the ground in a circle 
of fiety feet radius. Telling of his 
miraculous escape from death, he said: 

“For three nights I slept on a field 
cot under that apple tree. Last evening 
I hadn’t left the spot for five minutes 
when the French artillery, which hadn’t 
bothered me much before, made a sudden 
*‘feuer ueberfall.’ It was a close shave. 
The worst of it was it ruined my hopeful 
apple crop.’’ . 

He seemed in his element out here, a 
fatalistic fire-eater, happy as a ong 
playing schoolboy to be fighting the 
French. He led me into a small patch 
of woods through thick underbrush to a 
giant chestnut tree, up a long ladder to

GERMAN DIVISION HEADQUAR- 
TERS ON THE SOMME FRONT, Aug. 
18, (via Berlin Aug. 14; via London, 
Aug. 15.)—The Germans at the front 
bitterly resent the charges of inhu- 
manity and brutality which have been 
brought against them by their opponents. 
A number of German officers who were 
interviewed by an Associated Press cor- 
respondent, protested strongly against 


twhat they termed the campaign of 


defamation which was being. waged 
against ‘them. A high German officer 
who has lectured on the various actions 
of the present offensive said: 

‘We officers and men at the front 
are well informed on what our opponents 
and neutrals say of us.. We know that 
we are ‘called Huns and barbarians. 
Well, I can say it has not softened our 
feelings any, nor will it. The more the 
world howls for our destruction the 
harder we will fight, and the last Eng- 
lishman will have to face the last Ger- 
man. We are neither Huns nor bar- 
barians, and if severe measures were 
resorted to by us they were the outcome 
of the most serious military _necessity. 
At any rate, slander cannot influence us 
except in increasing our determination 
to win. Our men see dally what the lot 
of Germany would be in case the seat 
of war was transferred-there. To pre- 
vent ‘this is.the burning desire of all 
of us.’’ 

Similar sentiments were expressed by 
officers at every point on the front vis- 
ited. by the correspondent. There was 
not the slightest inclination to under- 
rate their opponents. A General re- 
ferred to the French and English in- 
fantrymen as “poor devils,’’ and ex- 
pressed the wish that peace would soon 
end the useless carnage of human be- 


ings. 

# We are convinced our cause is just,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and with this feeling goes 
the firm belief that we are unconquer- 
able. The French and English may 
throw. themselves against our lines as 
long as they will, always to find us here 
ready to defend the Fatherland. We 
feel, in the words of the good priest, 
that he who dies for others has done 
much, and so our men face everything.”’

“* Thor and his hanimer,”: Dr, Reinke 
asserts, “ symbolize the German heroes 
up to the present. day, and it is the 
blows of Thor’s hammer that are wield- 
ed by the German soldiers on all the 
fronts of the present battlefield. One 
great blow of this hammer fs. still need- 
ed in the west before the peace that 
Germany wants reveals its face. One 
does not speak of this great final blow, 
he says, Dut everybody is constantly 
thinking about it, and it will consist of 
operating simultaneously and ruthlessly 
‘with all the forces and all the instru- 
ments of war at our disposal.’ ”’ 

Dr, Reinke observed that the Chan- 
cellor has expressly declared he holds 
this in reserve; and he avers the.Chan- 
cellor is supported on this point bythe 
whole nation, The only queStion is, he 
adds, when this heaviest and decisive 
blow of the hammer, “in anticipation 
of which the Britannic giant lHves in a 

tank test and anxiety,” is 
to be struck. “‘ or’s hammer must be 
swung with such strength and vigor 
that the blow when it falls will make 
the rock of Great Britain waver. Eng- 
land will never be willing to discuss 
peace until she feels the effect of such 
a blow.” / 

Dr. Reinke is one of Germany’s lead- 
ing savants in the domain of biological 
research.

THIRD MAN DECLINES 
SEAT IN COMMISSION 


President Now Has Two Places 
to Fill and Is Considering 
a Long List. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The third 
man originally selected by President 
Wilson to serve with Secretary Lane 
and Justice Brandeis on the commission 
to compose Mexican border troubles has 
declined to serve, it became known to- 
night.

The name of the third man among the 
original selections never has been di- 
vulged. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 15.—The Declina- 
tion of Supreme Court Justice Brandeis 
to serve as &@ member of the Mexican- 
American Commission ig given as the 
reason for the delay in the meeting of 
the conferees in a dispatch from Ambas- 
sador Designate Arredondo to Foreign 
Minister Aguilar. The dispatch says 
that political opposition to Justice Bran- 
deis caused him to decline to serve. 

The Mexican Commissioners have been 
ready to leave for several days, and the 
delay in naming the American conferees 
and the time and place of meeting has 
aroused wide curiosity. There is no be- 
lief, however, that anything has oc- 
curred at Washington which will cause 
anything more than a temporary post- 
ponement ef the conference. 


AMERICANS LOSE GRANT. 


Concession for Acapulco-Salina 
Cruz Railroad Voided. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 15.—The conces- 
sion granted to the American Holding 
& Improvement Company for the con- 
struction of a railroad from Salina Cruz 
to Acapulco was declared void today 
on the ground of failure to fulfill stip- 
ulations in the contract. The conces- 
sion was renewed by contract with Pro- 

visional President. Huerta in 1913. 

A petition from Jacob L. Grandison 
and Francisco Bamirez for revalidation 
of a contract for construction of a rail- 
road from Caxaca to San Geronimo, 
made with the Huerta Government in 
1913, was denied. 


BLOWS TO TARIFF BOARD. 


Democratic Caucus Decisions Not 
Liked by Friends of Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Advocates 
of a permament and non-partisan tariff 
commission, such as is provided for in 
the pending general revenue bill, are 
discouraged by the attitude of Senators 
and Representatives who were supposea 
to have assented to thetariff commis- 
sion idea out of consideration for the 
wishes of President Wilson. 

One blow at the tariff commission 
came toward the end of the Democratic 
Senatorial caucus last night. This was 
the adoption of an amendment offered 
by Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, that 
the commission should not lease office 
quarters for a longer period than two 
years. This, it is feared, means that 
the commission may be robbed of the 
permam ent feature, which is the ch;ief 
Protection of its members against par- 
tisan influence. 

Still another blow related to the sala- 
ries of the members of the commission. 
In the bill introduced by Representative 
Rainey of Illinois, which was intended 
to serve as a basis for a permament 
commission, it was provided that the 
members should receive a salary of $12,- 
000 a year, the same as members of the 
Federal Reserve Board. In view, how- 
ever, of the fact that members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
Federal Trade Commission, and the new 
Farm Cred{ts Board receive annual 
compensation of $10,000, it was urged 
that the amount of salary for a membér 
of the Tariff Commission should be not 
lower than that figure. But the House 
Committee on Ways and Means placed 
the salary at $7,500, and as the general 
revenue bill passed the House this pro- 
vision was retained. 

The Democratic members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance made the sal- 
ary $10,000. At the caucus last night 
this provision was at first approved, but 
later in the evening there was a sudden

In the 1914 campaign 
the war, which had practically the same 
protective features for Maine industries 
as a tariff, eliminated the tariff ques- 
tion from the campaign, although it was 
well understood that the Underwood 
tariff was rapidly putting the country 
into a diatreasing business condition.

The sectionalism of the present ha- 
tional Administration does not set well 
in Maine, and I am told that the Mexi- 
can and foreign policies of the President 
are regarded with little respect. 

“Bach party will put a small army of 
speakers into the campaign, the opening 
gun of which will be hear@ at_Augusta 
on Aug. 19, when Chairman Ralph D. 
Cole of the Speakers’ Bureau will speak. 
Colonel Roosevelt will speak at Lewiston 
on Aug. 31, and Governor Hughes on 
Sept. 7 ata . not yet selected. Other 
speakers wil}. include members of the 
Senate and Howse and other public men 
of national note. The Democratic ef- 
forts, it is said, are to be centred on the 
re-election of Senator Johnson. 

Chairman Cole of the Speakers’ Bu- 
reau announced that he had added to 
the list of Maine speakers Arthur L. 
Garford, former Progressive candidate 
for United States Senator in Ohio. An- 
other speaker listed Agee J for the 
State was Henry J. Allen of Kansas, 
who stumped the State for the Pro- 

ressive ticket in 1912. Raymond Rob- 
ns of Chicago, Chairman of the recent 
Progressive National Convention, will 
go into the Maine campaign on Sept, 1 
and remain until its close. Mr. Robins 
is a prominent social worker and an 
authority on labor conditions. 

Other Progressives who will take 
speaking parts in the Maine campaign 
are Edward C. Toner of Anderson, Ind., 
who was Progressive State Chairman in 
1914, and Oswald Ryan of Indiana, who 
stumped the New England State four 
years ago for the Progressives. Former 
Senator Theodore BE. Burton of Ohio will 
speak daily in the Maine campaign 
from Sept. 4 to Sept. 9.

Ex-Congressman Frank Says So— 
Victory in Wyoming Predicted. 


The political situation in Missouri and 
in Wyoming was discussed from a Re- 
publican standpoint at Republican Na- 
tional Headquarters yesterday, when 
Senator Clarence D. Clark of Wyoming 
and ex-Representative Nathan Frank of 
St. Louis, Mo., called upon National 
Chairman William R. Willcox.

DENIES DEMOCRATS 
MADE 30,000 JOBS 


Civil Service Commissioner Dis- 
putes Assertion’in Party Plat- 
form;Explains Postal Transfers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The White 
House today made public a letter from 
Charles M. Galloway, Acting President 
of the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission, concerning the charge in the 
national platform of the Republican 
Party that since March 4, 1913, the 
Democratic Party had created 30,000 
Federal offices outside the merit system 
of appointment prescribed by the civil 
service law at an annual cost of $44,- 


000,000 to the taxpeyers of the country. 

Mr. Galloway states that there have 
been no net increases in the number of 
Federal offices in the executive civil 
service, and that the number of places 
subject to competitive examination has 
increased greatly since the Democratic 
rty came into power in Washington. 
He produces figures to support his state- 
ments, 

The letter from Mr. Galloway was in 
response to an inquiry rom Joseph P. 
Tumulty, the secretary to the President.

candidates, etc. 

The extract from the Republican 
Platform referred to states at the 
Democratic Party has created since 
March 4, 1913, 30,000 offices outside 
the civil service law at an annual 
cost of $44,000,000 to the taxpayers 
of the country. 

The commission publishes in each 
of its annua) reports a statement of 
the extent of the Executive civfl serv- 
ice (classified and unclassified) based 
upon information officially collected 
by the Bureau of the Census and 
other reliable sources and reports re- 
ceived from the different departments 
and offices, as required by the Civil 
Service rules. The figures are pub- 
as approximations, but 
it is believ they are reliable. These 
published statements show that the 
grand total number of employes in 
the Executive civil service on June 30, 
1912, was 395,460, and on June 30, 
1915, 476,363. 

On June 30, 1913, the commission in- 
cluded for the first time certain em- 
ployes of the Post Office Department, 
as follows: Clerks in fourth class Post 
Offices, 62,000; mail messengers, 
725; star route contractors, 12,482; to- 
tal 82,157. 

When these classes of employes are 
eliminated the figures show that there 
has been no increase in thé number of 
employes in the Executive civil service. 
There has been growth in certain 
branches of the service, but there has 
been a reduction in the number of 
employes in other branches. The num- 
ber of positions subject to competitive 
examination has increased greatly 
during the period. The number of 
exemptions from examination of 
newly created positions has been small. 
The largest number was the force of 
the assessment and collection of the 
income tax, which was exempted for 
a period of two years. This number 
was 680.

' Such opposition ws has developed in 
Denmark to the sale of the Danish 
‘West Indies is purely a matter of 
party politics. It may serve to delay 
the completion of the sale, but it will 
be impotent to stop it. In this coun- 
try political complicatidns will not af- 
fect the sale in atly way. The op- 
position to the purchase of ‘the islands 
is:not formidable and it includes mem- 
bers of both parties. The Republican 
newspapers generally favor the ratigi- 
cation of the treaty without delay. Ob- 
jections to the huge price come chiefly 
from Demecratic sources. The price is 
unquestionably too. high, considering 
the Size of the islands and theif In- 
dustrial potentialities. It seems that 
a more reasonable sum might heve 
been agreed upon. But the sole object 
for the purchase of the Islands is to 
strengthen our national defenses. 

This is a period of war. The nation 
is thoroughly alive to our need of mili- 
tary and naval protection. A modern 
battle cruiser with its complete équip- 
ment costs $18,000,000. For less than 
the cost of two battle cruisers we may 
posseSs a new harbor for naval as 
well as commercial vessels, a naval 
station, and a military post on the 
route to the Panama Canal. Even with 
a naval base at Culebra, the possession 
of St. Thomas, St. John, and St. Croix 
will be valuable. That is the kind of 
argument that is likely\to prevail with 
the Senate when it considers the new 
Danish treaty.

BEATING IS ROBINS’S L’ENVOI 


Boston Braves Batter League Lead- 
ers as They Start for West. 


Let it be recorded in. baseball annals 
and.in the various other archives of the 
diamond pastime that the last contest in 
which the Brooklyn Dodgers participat- 
ed before their' final Western trip of the 
season was a deplorable affair. The 
salient feature of yesterday afternoon's 
engagement was that the Robins lost the 
game to the Boston Braves by the score 
of 4 to 1, to the chagrin of 8,000 loyal 
enthusiasts who turned out to bid bon 
voyage to their departing favorites. 

The Superbas reached the delivery of 
Dick Rudolph for as -many hits as the 
Braves collected off the elongated Rube 
Marquard, but, unfortunately, the 
Brooklyn athletes had a penchant for 
remainnig on the bases because run- 
getting wallops were not ferthcoming. 
With the players from Beantown, how- 
ever, it was entirely different. When a 
batsman managed to get on. tehre was 
invariably a blow to follow that sent 


him further on his travels. It was nec- 
essary for the Robins to bang out eight 
hits before tallying their lone run,, al- 
though in every inning up to the fifth 
there were Brooklyn runners as far as 
third base, and in one frame, the second, 
they crowded the corners. 

The heavy swatting of big Ed.Ko- 
netehy figured prominently in the Bos- 
ton «victory, for his brace of two-base 
smashes and a triple were contributory 
to three of the runs.

Epidemic Has Cost $68,192. 

Dr. Emerson yesterday made public 
figures showing that up to Aug. 6 his 
department had spent in fighting the 
epidemic $62,192.86 in excess of the reg- 
ular 1816 appropriation for the depart- 
ment. Provision for the cost of fight- 
ing the epidemic was made several 
weeks ago by the Mayor under the 
charter. The items for which the extra 
money has been disbursed were ven 
by the Health Commissioner as follow 

or rsonal service, including é6alaries, 
26,826.71; supplies and equipment, $25,- 

52.15; treatment of cases in private 
hospitals at the rate of $1.25 per day 
per patient, $9,162.50; cost of treatment 
of ae gs on Swinburne Island at same 
rate, $1,657.50 

Dr. Emerson added that each patient 
cost the private hospitals from §2 to 
$2.50 a day, so that the institutions lost 
money on their service to the city. 

The extra help engaged by the. De- 
partment of Health since the beginning 
of the sordeuns has included seventy- 
five field nurses, 180 hospital nurses, 
42 ponpitel phywestens.
